HOW  TO  MAKE  A  HEDGE 

Many  people  plant  their  hedges  and  are  disappointed  in  the 
results  they  get  because  they  have  failed  to  handle  the  hedge 
in  the  proper  manner.  Dig  a  trench  12  inches  deep,  8  inches 
wide,  making  one  side  even  and  straight.  Set  plants  against 
this  straight  edge.  Set  the  plants  so  that  the  forks  where  the 
branches  begin  are  just  below  surface  of  the  soil.  Plant  12 
inches  apart.  Cut  back  all  the  branches,  leaving  only  two 
inches  above  ground  level.  When  the  new  growth  is  1J4  to  2 
inches,  pinch  them  back  just  a  little.  Repeat  this  operation 
3  to  4  times,  and  then  you  will  have  the  right  foundation  for  a 
hedge  which  will  be  bushy  from  the  ground  up.  When  you 
trim  a  hedge,  always  keep  the  bottom  wider  than  the  top, 
and  it  is  better  to  trim  lightly  several  times  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  than  just  one  heavy  trimming. 

BARBERRY,  JAPANESE  (Thunberg’s)— This  barberry 
is  free  from  rust  and  can  be  planted  anywhere.
